INTERVIEW WITH DuBIGNON 


Brought Out by the Charges of Judge 
Crisp. 

Savannah, Ga., April 23.—(Special.)—Mr. 
F G. duBignon gave out an interview 
today in reply to the statements of Judge 
Crisp, published in Wednesday’s Constitu- 
tion. He says Mr. Crisp’s charge, that 
these who are opposed to a vote on the 
senatorship in June are withholding from 
the people the right to speak on the sub- 
ject, is unfounded. Those who agree with 
him, he said, do so because they want to 
Speak on the question at a time when the 
Will Ofgall can be fairly expressed. He 
makes the point that as many vf the 
counties will not vote on the question on 
June 6th, Mr. Crisp cannot afford to treat 
the expression of a fragment of the coun- 
ties as the expression of the people of 
Georgia, and that counties not acting 
would resent such a stand. 

With regard to Judge Crisp’s reference 
to heresy he says: 

“If that great body of Georgia demo- 
crats who believe that the declared prin- 
ciples of the party ought to be represent- 
ed in the person of their candidates are 
heretics, then indeed, ‘heresy’ and loyalty 
to principle are synonomous. If the new 
doctrine which he widvances is adopted 
it will fit nicely upon the shoulders of 
those candidates whose thirst for office 
is so strong as to make them willing to 
become candidates, even on a platform to 
which they are opposed, and containing 
doctrines which they have repeatedly de- 
nourced as crimes against the people. | 
have publicly said, and I now repeat, that 
if the national democracy should declare 
for the unlimited coinage of silver at 1¢ 
to 1 I will not be a candidate for senator. 
I do not expect to change my views.” 

Continuing he says: “‘If there are those 
of more pliant natures who are prepared 
to change front during the summer and 
face about to fit the veering of the ma- 
jority, then they can afford to announce 
their candidacy, and to state that they 
will be prepared to stand upon any plat- 
form that may be made. This chameleon- 
like faculty is possessed by but few, and 
they will neither be trusted by the people 
nor envied by their opponents.’’ 

Mr. duBignon says he has no desire to 
dictate to the people in any way. In con- 
clusion he states: 

“I now stand ready to unite with Mr. 
Crisp in a joint letter addressed to all 
the democrats of Georgia expressing our 
desire that they shall vote directly at the 
October election, at every precinct in 
the state, upon the question of who shall 
be the senator from Georgia. If the plat- 
form of the national democracy is one 
which I can conscientiously defend as a 
candidate I pledge myself to abide that 
vote. If that platform should be one 
which 1 cannot conscientiously defend as 
a candidate I will fall into line in the 
ranks as a voter and yield obedient to 
the mandate of the people thus ex- 
pressed.”’

The Independent’ Addresses a Crowd 
at Athens.

The ugly, red deathtrap that was wait- 
ing behind the jail to take the life of 
Alex Carr at noon today was despoiled 
of its prey yesterday afternoon. 

Carr will not hang today. His long fight 
against the gallows ended in success at 
3:15 o'clock yesterday afternoon. At that 
hour a jury of twelve just and impartial 
men announced the result of the three days’ 
hearing in these simple words: 


“We, the jury, find that Alex Carr is in- wt Sketch from Life as the [lurderer 


sane.’ 

It was a unanimous verdict. Eleven 
names were signed to it. The words meant 
life to the careless-looking man who was 
sprawled in a chair three fert from where 
the verdict was being read. He did not 
move a single muscle. He had heard and 
had half comprehended, but he gave no 
sign. 

The jury was out two hours. One hour 
of that time Carr spent in the jury room. 
But for his appearance before the eleven 
gentleman who had his fate in their hands 
he would have swung today. The trial of 
three days hed not convicced them that 
Alex Carr was insane. Nearly all of them 
thought the man should hang. 

But they called him in. He went readily, 
even eagerly. For an hour he talked to 
them in his rambling way. He read _ to 
them from a soiled religious tract. which 
he drew from his pocket and explained it 
in his childish way. 

“Christ is a standard,” he said. “I know 
what a standard is. Take my finger here. 
Suppose it was a brass screw and had eley- 
en threads in it, and it was a standard. 
Every brass screw in the world would 
have to have twelve threads in it to bea 
standard. Don’t you see that? 

“T have been thinking about talking to 
you gentleman a long time. I wanted to 
talk in court, but they wouldn’t let me. I] 
have been thinking about what to say. I 
don’t know whether I vught to answer your 
questions like you think I ought to, or 
whether I ought to say what I know is 
right. I am sane; I know that. But I 
don’t want to be hung tomorrow. Maybe 1 
ought to be hung, though.”’ 

Their interview with him convinced the 
jury that Carr was insane and twenty 
minutes after he left the jury room they 
so found. There was but one ballot as to 
the verdict and it was unanimous. 

When they entered the courtroom with 
their verdict the little space was packed 
to suffocation. Carr had just come in from 
his dinner and was chewing a toothpick. 
His father was pacing back and forth and 
the verdict was received under circum- 
stances of a highly dramatic nature. 

A burst of applause rang out as the ver- 
dict was read 

Old man Carr gave a glad start. Judge 
Anderson, who had read the verdict as the 
representative of the defense, turned to 
Carr. 

“T congratulate you, Alex,” he said. 

Carr gazed at him dully. “What?” he 
asked in his dry voice. 

Waiting for the Verdict. 

Colonel Rube Arnold finished his three 
hours’ sp2cech at 1:10. Judge Calhoun oc- 
cupied five minutes in reading the law to 
the jury and making a short charge. He 
then adjourned court until 2:30 o’clceck. 

Carr sat at his accustomed seat as the 
jury filed by him. Those who watched 
am closely thought he Was-a little nervous 
as the jury went out. All morning, threugh 
the long speeches, through bursts of humor 
and strains of pathos, he had sat in his 
chair unmoved. By neither word nor move- 
ment had he expressed feeling. He had 
not spoken. But as the jury went out he 
turned to Mr. Bealer. 

The Priscner Grows Talkative. 

“Your name’s Alex,’ he said. ‘I heard 
somebody call you that. I saw you at the 
jafl once, too. My name’s Alex.” 

The crowd had pressed up around him, 
but he showed not the slightest embarrass- 
poenmt or “ervousness. 

“The jury will be hung,” said one of 
the crowd, speaking to Judge Anderson. 
Carr overheard the remark. 

“No, I don't think so,’ he said quietly. 
“The jury won't hang. If they’il let me 
go in an. talk to them about five minutes 
I'll prove to them that I’m sane. They 
may hang me, but they won't hang. 

Carr Says He’s Sane. 

“Yes, sir, I'm sane. I haven't got much 
fear of going to the gallows tomorrow. If 
I'd told the full truth when I first decided 
to come out on the Lord’s side I would 
have been safe. I didn’t. The newspaper 
reporters came down and I didn’t tell it all 
right. That's the only doubt I have. If 
T’d told it all, just as it was, I would not 
be afraid to be hung 

“IT can go to the gallows sweet enough. 
I hope I'll get to heaven. When I was 
twelve years old my brother—I mean my 
oldest prother—told me to kill a man and I 
would go to heaven.”

away in pity. It was clear™that the man 
was a babbling imbecile. There was not a 
trace of halting in his words or manner; 
not the suggestion of effort or striving 
after effect. The greatest actor in the 
world could not have filled the role so 
well; mot even with his life depending 
on it. 
Carr Frays at Dinner. 

The curious audience did not leave the 
room during the bour of recess. Carr went 
into the jury room and remained until 2:30. 
He came out without e flush or trace of 
excitement. 

“Alex, come in here and get your dinner,” 
Deputy Welborn Hill. He followed 
Mr. Hill readily. He is very fond of the 
deputy. They went into the sheriff's room, 
where a tempting meal was spread on a 
table. 

“Would it be asking too much for you 
gentlemen to kneel and pray with me?” he 
said before sitting down. 

“Why certainly we will,” said Mr. Hiil. 
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word. He did not speak to his son. He 
Shook hands with Lowry Arnold and many 
others who crowded up to him, but ventur- 
ed no words. 

“Old man, I’m glad your boy is not going 
to hang tomorrow,’ said a man who held 
out his hand to the old fellow. Old man 
Carr nodded and took the hand. Others came 
up and shook his hand. He edged his way 
Out through the big crowd as best ne 
could. People shook his hands as he went. 
Finally jhe was away from the moving 
tide. Then he slunk away to carry the 
news home and was lost to the crowd. 

Carre was carried back to jail. On the way 
to the prison he continued to talk to 
Mr. Hill. He declared that he was sane 
and knew what he was doing. At the jail 
he changed his line. 

“I don't know whether I’m sane or noi, 
he said. ‘‘There must be something the 
matter with me or the jury wouldn't have 
said that.” 

Carr in a Happy Humor. 

Carr's spirits rose constantly, and he 
appeared in high glee. He greeted Jailer 
Eubanks in a kappy manner. He told 
about the verdict with evident delight. He 
spoke frequently of going to the asylum 
and showed his pleasure at the prospect. 

“You will have a pleasant time there,” 
said Jailer Eubanks. ‘“‘They will give you 
plenty of liberty. You can even go fishing.”’ 
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ALEX CARR.

“Insane,’’ said the officer. 

‘“‘Let me congratulate you, 
Judge Anderson. ‘ 

Scores of people held out their hands to 
the man. There was a look of great reliet 
on his face. : 

‘“‘How do you feel, Alex,’’ asked Mr. Low- 
ry Arnold, offering him his hand. 

“Oh, I'm glad I’m not going to be hung 
tomorrow,” he said. ‘‘I don’t want to be 
hung.”’ 

The officers could not keep the crowd 
back. The curious people wanted to see the 
man and hear what he had to say. He 
talked to them in louder tones than he had 
used before and seemed to realize for the 
first time since the beginning of the trial 
what had been involved in the trial. He 
seemed greatly relieved. 

He Goes Back to Jail. 

He spoke to Mr. Hill gladly as the deputy 
sheriff came up to him. 

‘Take him right to the jail,’’ said the 
deputy to the four bailiffs who stood 
around. The crowd made an opening and 
Carr shambled out. The big crowd filed out 
after him and the trial had ended. 

Meantime old man Car 
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“Can I?” asked Garr. ‘‘Well, I'll go.” 

When Jailer Eubarks called to him to go 
to his cell he did not want to go. He plead- 
ed to be allowed to remain outside and talk 
over the verdict with the trusties and oth- 
ers who are allowed to remain in the jail 
office. He was in a gleeful and talkative 
humor and wanted to express his pleasure. 
Jailer Fubanks would not allow this. ‘You 
must go up to your cell,” said he. 

Carr went reluctantly. He entered 
“twelve spot” in lighter spirits than he had 
ever felt on entering it before. 

He Wanted To See the Papers. 

When the papers came he was curious to 
see them. 

“What do they say about me?” he asked. 
Jailer Eubanks read him every word end 
he listered the while attentively. Hitherto 
he has not exhibited the shghtest interest 
in the newspapers. During former trials 
when the papers were full of accounts of 
his trials, and later, when his’ sensa- 
tional confession was made and columns 
upon columns were printed about him ani 
his story, he never once asked for a papel. 
But yesterday afternoon he wanted to 
know what had been said about him in 
print and about the verdict that had been 
reached in his favor. 

Jailer Eubanks was exceedingly kind to 
him and gave him every attention. When 
the jailer came out from talking with hima 
representative of The Constitution asked 
him: 

“Carr is in better spirits than he has ever 
been before, isn’t ne?’’ 

“Oh, yes. He is much happier than he 
was yesterday, this morning, or at any oth- 
er time. He is greatly pleased with the 
verdict.” 

“What is your opinion as to his sanity?’ 

*‘l have no opinion,” said he. 

Up to a late hour last night Jailer Eu- 
banks nor Carr had received notice of the 
time Carr was to be taken to the asylum, 
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THE LAW IN THE CASE. 


Speeches and the Ordinary’s Charge in » 


the Carr Case. 

The argument in the Carr case 
c2ptionally able. 

Judge Jim Anderson, who was employed 
by the widow of H. O. King, whom Carr 
killed, to see that justice was meted out 
to the slayer of her husband, made the first 
speech yesterday morning. It was a strong 
and forceful plea for the law to take its 
course, premised on the conviction that 
Carr was sane. 

He was followed by Colonel Arnold, Sr. 
Colonel Arnold spoke a little more. than 
three hours. It was a powerful, an earnest 
and an impassioned speech. No finer ef- 
fort was ever made for a client than Colo- 
nel Arneld made for Carr. 

He took up the evidence, chain by chain, 
and followed it to the end. He contended 
that Carr was not only crazy now, but had 
been practically a demented man all his 
life. He was a lunatic by heredity, he ar- 
gued. He declared that everywhere Carr 
had been heard of in the whole trial he had 
been proven crazy. He dwelt at great 
length on the expert teriimony of Drs. 
Powell and Murphy and said it could not 
be gainsaid by any other testimony of any 
other physicians or witnesses. He said he 
had labored in the case without hope of 
reward, merely for the sake of seeing jus- 
tice done an unfortunate man. Carr was 
unable to defend himself or ‘to assist him 
in his defense. The speech was strong, ar- 
gumentative and eloquent and not ontv 
held the attention of the large audience, 
but kept the jury deeply interested until 
its close. 

When Colonel Arnold closed, Ordinary 
Calhoun charged the jury. Said he: 

“The powers conferred upon the ordinary 
in cases like this are quite limited, as also 
are the regulations prescribed conducting 
such trials. It has, however, been the cus- 
tom in this state for the ordinary to pre- 
side, administer the oath to the jury and 
decide upon the admissibility of evidence. ] 
do not think I have authority of law to 
charge, and I therefore will not attempt to 
do more than call your attention again to 
section 4666 of the code of Georgia, which 
I have already read in your hearing and 
which I will now read again. Public pro- 
priety and humanity demand that, where 
a convict under sentence of death becomes 
insane the sentence of the law should not 
be carried into execution, but should be 
suspended and the convict confined in the 
lunatic asylum. and if restored to sound 
mind the execution should be done. To 
meet this demand this statute was passed 
and I believe that similar laws exist in all 
civilized communities. This law confers 
upon you and you alone the power and 
right to inauire into the insanity of Al- 
exander A. Carr: that is to make personal 
examination, hear the evidence of wit- 
nesses delivered under oath, as you have 
done, and determine the issue whether 
he is now insane or not., This is a question 
which only you can decide. J] Know from 
the patient and considerate attention 
which vou have manifested throughout the 
trial that vou fully apprecate the gravity 
of the inquiry and the seriousness of the 
termination, whatever vour finding may be. 
I doubt not you will, before making your 
verdict. deliberate with that care which 
such investigations require and come fully 
up to the measure of your duties under 
the oath you have taken.” 

He told them of the form of oath and 
read section 4666. 

“J deem it not improper, however, to 
say.’’ concluded Ordinary Calhoun, “that 
it is the. well settled law of this state that 
if a man can distineuish between_ right 
and wrong he is of sufficiently sound mind 
to be subject to punishment for the com-

TRAGIC STORY OF IDA ELLIOT’S DEATH 


The Mother of the Dead Girl Tells the 
Sorrowful Tale of Her Death. 
Details of the Case.

When pretty Ida Elliot, of Bellwood, 
died three weeks ago after a sudden and 
severe attack the neighbors arose in in- 
dignation and declared that she had been 
murdered. 

When Charles, Hotton, a young married 
man of the same vicinity, Was arrested this 
indignation increased, and it was charged 
that ‘he was the murderer. 

When the body of the«dead girl was ex- 
an autopsy conducted there 
who repeated the charge of 


humed and 
were those 
murder. 

Ida Elliot had been poisoned, they claim- 
ed. Charles Hotton was her betrayer. To 
hide her delicate condition he had adminis- 
tered potent drugs which caused her sud- 
den death. There was much excitement 
in the quiet suburb, and the friends of the 
dead girl declared that they would not rest 
until Hotton was carried to the gallows. 
When after a searching examination and 
analysis by the state chemist it was de- 
clared that there were no traces of poison 
in the abdomen of the unfortunate girl 
the excitement of the people of Bellwood 
did not abate. Tried before Justice Cook 
Hotton was committed upon the charge of 
murder. This was commuted by the grand 
jury which found a bill of indictment 
charging assault with intent to murder. 

Hotton was tried yesterday before Judge 
Candler. At 5:30 yesterday afternoon the 
jury filed in with a verdict of guilty, with 
recommendation to mercy. In view of the 
recommendation the court construed the 
charge as a misdemeanor, and fined the 
young man $500, in default of which he is 
to serve one year at hard labor. 

Wihen the case was called early yesterday 
morning there was quite a crowd in the 
lower cortroom, drawn there by the pros- 
pect of sensational developments. These 
spectators remained. The excitement of the 
Carr trial overhead did not cause them to 
move, as the details of the horrible story of 
a young girl’s shame and her betrayer’s 
purpose was spread out before them. 

There was a stir when the bailiff, leading 
the prisoner, tiled into the room. Stepping 
firmly, confidently, looking from face. to 
face eagerly, curiously, Hotton was shown 
to his seat, where he remained seemingly 
indifferent to the scenes about him. Just 
to cne side was the decrepit old mother of 
Ida Elliot. Her wrinkled face stained with 
a flood of tears was buried in her hands. 
At her side was her young daughter, the 
sister of Ida Elliot. While the memories 
of her daughter’s awful death came upon 
the old woman and shook her frail body 
with grief the comforting hand of the 
young girl tried to sooth the sorrow. 

Hotton looked at them casually and once 
gave a nod of recognition to the young 
girl. All about sat 
Elliot and many who had known Hotton 
before his arrest and confinement. 

Throughout the trial the prisoner pre- 
served a cool mein. There was nothing 
to indicate remorse. He sat quietly, twist- 
ing the ends of his blond mustache. 

Experts on the Stand. 

Dr. J. S. McDaniel was the first witness. 
He was asked the effects of certain drugs 
under certain conditions. He said that 
ergot might or might not produce abortion, 
As to the oil of tansy, which it sho 
charged that Hotton had also given, it was 
a very powerful drug and would be danger- 
ous in its effects if not used with discre- 
tion. He had attended the autopsy and 
from examination decided that abortion 


had occurred. 

Dr. Vinson said that he had been in con- 
stant aitendance upon Ida Elliot during 
her sickness and was under the impression 
that she was suffering from meningitis. At 
the post-mortem examination the brain and 
spinal cord were examined, but no traces 
of meningitis could be found. He decided 


that abortion had occurred. 
Dr. Beck stated that he did not believe 


abortion had taken place. 
Dr. Brooks had seen Ida Elliot once be- 


fore her death and saw evidence of essen- 
tial oils. 
“Dn the Consequences.”’ 
Jack Shepperd was a damaging witness 


against Hotton. 

“Tl know Hotton,” he said. “I have known 
him for some time. One day we were to- 
gether. He was talking about Ida Elliot 
and I asked him ‘how about it. He told me 
that she was in a delicate condition, and it 
had to come away, d—n the consequences.” 
Hotton gave a scowl at the witness and 
looked about with a nervous air when Mrs. 
Wilson, a storekeeper of his neighborhood, 
came upon the stand. 

“It was about two months before the 
death of Ida Elliot,” said Mrs. Wilson. ‘Mr. 
Hotton came into my store and was talking 
about things in general. He had a bottle 
in his pocket. I asked him what it was. 
‘It’s ergot,’ he said, ‘and I bought it with 
the money of Ida Elliot.” I was surprised 
but I didn’t say anything. 

“Mr. Hotton came to my store again 
Monday or Tuesday after Ida was taken 
sick. I told him that she was right sick 
and that she was going to die. 

‘* ‘My God,’ he said, ‘I gave her oil of 
tansy last time and I didn’t tell her how 
much to take.” 

A number of other witnesses were intro- 
duced to show that ergot had been bought. 
A Mother’s Grief. 

Trembling with grief, bowed with the 
weight of care, and harassed by the _em- 
barrassment which her testimony would 
cause, the old mother of Ida Elliot came 

upon the stand. 

There was a lull in the big courtroom, 
and the tragic scene brought tears to the 
eves of some of the sternest court officials. 
Out of due consideration she was not wor- 
ried with repeated questions from the at- 
torneys, 

‘“‘My poor dead daughter was pure.’ she 
said. “There was nothing wrong with her. 
She went with Mr. Hotton but she was a 
good girl and was not in the condition these 
doctors says she was when she died. I be- 
lieve she died from natural causes. Ida 
was a good girl. There was nothing wrong 
in what she did.’’ 

When the old woman finished the sister 
of the dead girl was placed on the stand. 
She gave the same testimony, stating that 
her sister was not in a delicate condition. 

Two other witnesses said that Ida El- 
liot on her death bed said that she had 
canon nothing but two compound cathartic 
pills. 

In His Own Defense. 


The prisoner was allowed to make a 
statement. He spoke in a calm, determined 
voice. 

“Some time about the first of the vear.” 
he said, “I was passing by the Troy Steam 
Laundry where Ida worked and she beck- 
oned to me across the street and called me 
to her. She gave me a dollar and asked me 
to buy some medicine for her. I didn’t un- 
derstand exactly what she said, but wrote 
what I thought to be the name ef the med 
cine {in my book. I went to McCall's drug 
store and the clerk could not understand 
what I wanted. He looked at the book and 
fixed up iodine. I took it to Ida and she 
told me it was the wrong medicine. I car- 
ried it back and got’ the money. I then 
went to Ingram’s drug store and got ergot, 
which I learned from Ida was what she 
wanted. I did not-take the medicine to 
her until the next morning when I stopped

in at Mrs. Wilson’s and told her about it. 
I know nothing about the oil of tansy.” 


Judge Candler’s Charge. 


Mr. J. W. Hamilton, of Burkhart & Ham- 
ilton, made a strong speech in behalf of 
the prisoner. 

he argument of Solocitor Till was thor- 
ough and showed beyond doubt that the 
drug was purchased by Hotton for the girl, 
and with the purpose of producing abor- 
tion. 

Judge Candler charged the jury that it 
was in their power to find either one of 
two verdicts if he was guilty. According 
to-the indictment he could be charged either 
with a misdemeanor or a felony. 

If the jury believed that Ida Elliot was 
pregnant and that the medicine was given 
for the purpose of destroving the life -of 
the child it was assault with intent to mur- 
der. If it was thought the medicine was 
simply given to her it could be construed 
as a misdemeanor. 

The jury remained out several hours, re- 
turning a verdict of guilty with recom- 
mendation. He was accordingly sentenced 
for misdemeanor. 

The trial occupied most of the day.

Daws Street To Be Opened from Foundry 
to Simpson Street. 


SIDEWALKS TO BE PUT DOWN 


Georgia Electric Light Company Do- 
nates the Property on That Condi- 
tion—Means Another Inlet. 


Davis street is to be extended from its 
present western end to Simpson street. The 
completion of the work will give the people 
of the extreme western part of the city an 
inlet to the center of the city. 

The street will be extended from Foundry 
street to Simpson street, running through 
the property of the Georgia Electric Light 
Company. The company has agreed to’do- 
nate the prcperty necessary to carry the 
street through if the city will pay’ for the 
sidewalks and curbing to be laid. 

The council has passed an ordinance ap- 
propriating sufficient money, $2,000, for the 
purpose of leying the sidewalks and curb- 
ing and yesterday afternoon the matter 
came before the aldermanic board. The 
board concurred in the paper and when it 
is approved by Mayor King the work will 
be commenced at once. 

For several years the people of the west- 
ern part of the city have argued and work- 
ed for the extension of Davis street, but 
until the present they have been unable 
to accomplish anything. But for the gen- 
erosity of the electric light company it is 
not likely that the work would have been 
passed up by thé council, the distance being 
considerable and through ground which 
will require a good deal of labor to pre- 
pare for a street. The street will run by 
the immense power house of the company 
and intersect Simpson, the principal cross 
street of the western section, at a point 
near the plant. 

By the opening of the street the people 


of the far western section will be enabled 
to send their children direct to the Davis 
Street school instead of their having to go 
around a iong ways as at present. There is 
a big hill and rough ditches in the section 
and by opening the street a new, easy 
connecting link will be established.

“Aunt’? Hannah was one of the first to be 
up at the home of her son that day. She lit 
her pipe as usual, and was about the 
house for hours before some of her younger 
descendants put in an appearance for 
breakfast. 

She has but two children left out of her 
family of twelve. The other one beside 
Joel is William, who lives at Port Norris, 
and is sixty-six years of age. Jackson, 
aged sixty-one years, another son, died 
lest fall.

Somebody Has Been Milking It, and 
the Question Is Who? 

There is a great scandal in the Baltimore 
and Ohio affiirs. Investigation shows evi- 
dence of stealing, but the gossips are mys- 
terious about who got the money. 

One thing which is considered more than 
suspicious is the fact that the floating debt 
was increased during President Mayer's re- 
gime of eight years froin $3,500,000 to $16,000, - 
ooo. That occurred between the years I888 
and 1896. In addition to this about $15,400,- 
000 of securities were disposed of, but the 
company did not get the benefit. 

It is alleged that from the total sum a 
great amount, probably $3,000,000, has been 
taken from the company without giving any 
Value whatever therefor. 

It is also said that so far there 
been discovered no records of these most 
important transactions during the adminis- 
tration of Mr. Mayer, and it is alleged that 
either no books concerning them were Kept, 
or that 
committee has not been able to see them.

DIAZ COMES TUESDAY | 


The Cuban Baptist Leader Has Been 
Ordered Here. 


ee ee - 


WILL REMAIN SEVERAL DAYS 


Will Preach at Several of the Baptist 
Churches While He Is in the City. 
The Meeting Yesterday. 


Rev. A. J. Diaz, who has for some time 
Past been confined in a Spanish jail in 
Cuba, will be in Atlanta next Tuesday. 

Diaz was released from custody at 5 
o'clock Weanesday afternoon, after being 
tried, and was given six days in“ which to 
leave the island of Cuba. 

Dr. Tichenor was made aware of the 
naws by a cablegram received yesterday 
morning. It was as follows: 

“Tichenor, Atlanta—Was freed yesterday 
at 5 o’clock.—Diaz.”’ 

The Home Mission board of the Southern 
Baptist convention met yesterday after- 
noon in the office of the board. It was 
greatly gratified to hear of the release of 
Diaz, and at once ordcred a calblegram 
sent to him calling him to Atlanta. He 
will leave Cuba Saturday afternoon for 
Tampa, and will leave Tampa for this city 
on Sunday afternoon. This puts him in At- 
lanta Monday night or early Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

So great is the opposition of the Spaniards 
to Diaz that if he had remained in Cuba it 
would have been practically impossible for 
him to do any very successful work. He

would have been worried by schemes t0 
cause his arrest and the board thought it 
far better for him to come to the United 
States. 

The board passed resolutions thanking 
Secretary of the State Olney, Senator Ba- 
con, Secretary of t}» Interior Hoke Smith 
and Congressman ,-lack for the interest 
they have taken in the release of Diaz and 
for the hard work they have done to make 
him comfortable and Keep up his spirits. 

The board also passed resolutions thank- 
ing the people of the south for the hearty 
response that came from them in the shape 
of letters of sympathy. It also expressed 
thanks to the people of those northern 
states that sent letters and money for the 
aid of Diaz. 

So many letters were received by the 
board that it was impossible to answer 
them and the board wishes those who sent 
letters to accept the resolutions adopted by 
them as an answer. 

Whenever Diaz spoke in Atlanta he al- 
Ways drew a large crowd of people to hear 
him. When he comes to Atianta fresh from 
the scene of a struggle of a small nation 
for independence and right, out cf a Span- 
ish jail, and speaks of his adventures as he 
intcnds doing, there is no duubt that he will 
draw the largest crowd that was ever 
drawn to a lecture given in this city. 

How long Diaz will remain in this city is 
not known, but it is likely that he wili re- 
main here for some time, and during that 
time he will speak at the different Baptist 
churches in the city. 

There seems to have been some idea that 
the board was still apprehensive about the 
fate of Diaz since his release. Such is not 
the case, however. They have always felt 
certain that Diaz would be released, and 
when the news that he was free came they 
at once rid themselves of what fears they 
might have had. 

The board adopted the following at the 
meeting yesterday afternoon: 

‘‘The home mission board desires to ex- 
press its thanks for the hearty response 
coming from every state of the south and 
from several in the northern section of our 
country, to its appeal in behalf of our 
brother, Rev. A. J. Diaz. 

“The board is greatly gratified to be able 
to give to the multitudes of his anxious 
friends the intelligence that he has been set 
at liberty. A cablegram reached the office 
of the board Thursday morning, April 23d, 
which reads as follows: 

“*Tichenor, Atlanta—Was freed yesterday 
at 5 o’clock.—Diaz.’ 

“Will our many brethren to whose kind 
communications it is impossible to reply, 
accept this statement in its place? 

‘“‘Let a thanksgiving as hearty and as uni- 
versal be given to God for his release as 
was the desire that he should be made free.

She Converted Diaz. 

Yesterday a very interesting letter was 
received from Miss Alice Tucker, the lady 
through whose influence Diaz was con- 
verted. When Diaz was quite a young 
man he came to America, not through any 
desire on his part, but through circum- 
stances over which he had no control. It 
was during one of the Cuban outbreaks 
that he came near being captured by the 
Spanish. He escaped by floating off into 
the ocean on a plank, where he was found 
by a ship bound for New York. 

Diaz staid in Brooklyn and stopped at 
the same hotel at which Miss Tucker was 
staying. He could not speak English, and 
made very few acquaintances among the 
people staying at the hotel. 

A short time after his arrival in this 
country he was taken sick with pneumonia. 
For a long while he lay in a very critical 
condition and finally the doctors gave him 
up. When Miss Tucker heard that the 
young Cuban was sick, likely to die, and 
was not a Christian and was in a strange 
land without friends, her heart went out 
to him and she visited him, taking With 
her the New Testament. 

She read to him for hours at the time 
and prayed for him. He understood not a 
word that she said, and inquired in the 
best way he could why she was talking 
to herself. She told what she was doing, 
but he couldn’t comprehend it. When he at 
last recovered he took the Bible with him 
and tried to read it. Finding that this was 
impossible he bought him one that was 
written in Spanish. 

Thus it was that the man who is now 
in a Spanish prison and who has the sym- 
pathy of a nation was converted. Miss 
Tucker had previously written to Dr. Tiche- 
nor asking him whether or not she should 
go to Cuba. She wWas advised to go and 
this is the letter that she writes: 

‘Boston, Mass., April 16, 189%.—Dear Dr. 
Tichenor: Your letter just received, and 
there are not words to express our ‘sor- 
row.’ I was not much surprised, as I felt 
all was not well for some time, as I have 
not been able to get word to and from 
the island. What can we hope for? it 
seems to me our only hope is-with God, 
that by His mighty power He will over+ 


rule those who have this matter in charge |

to our brother’s deliverance. It may seem | 
foolish to ask, as there are sO many grand 
and willing women on the island, but is 
there one thing that I can do’? If so, be 
free to tell me. Your letter I have sent to 
one of our prominent business men of Bos- 
ton, Mr. J. 8. Mayne, furniture company, 
On Canal street who is in full sympathy 
with the work, jand has helped it in many 
Ways, my purpose being to raise a fund 


through the northeast churches. 
“You have our prayers. Our hearts are

ARK 
FINDS FAVOR 


The Idea To Preserve the Exposition 
Buildings Generally indorsed. 


THIS CAN BE ACCOMPLISHED 


A Feasible Suggestion from a Promi- 
nent Exposition Man, 


A STOCK COMPANY MAY BE ORGANIZED 


Captain Robert Lowry Discusses the 
Matter and Says It Is a Goo Thing. 
What Others Say on the Matter. 


The question of retaining the exposition 
buildings and preserving the grounds is 
beginning to assume definite shape. The 
directors of the Cotton States and Interna- 
tiona Exposition Company, the stockhold- 
ers of the old Piedmont company, the 
city officials and hundreds of citizens are 
discussing the matter. It is probable that 
in a day or two some definite plan will be 
fixed upon, and the question finally set- 
tled. 

The idea presented by The Constitution 
has met popular indorsement everywhere. 
President Collier, Mr. S. M. Inman, Cap- 
tain James R. Wylie, Colonel W. A. 
Hemphill, Mr.’ B. W. Walker, Mr. Jack 
Spalding and many ‘others prominently 
connected with the expositions of the past 
have taken up the cause. 

It is beginning to be felt that within 
the next five years there will be a unani- 
mous demand for another exposition gsuit- 
able to the situation as it then exists. In 
view of the proposed sale and destruction 
of the buildings, which stand as a mon- 
ument to Atlanta’s enterprise and which 
can serve no other than exposition pur- 
poses, it is considered by these men a 
great lack of foresight ‘to loosea them 
now, 

One of the most feasible and popular 
plans presented to preserve them is for 
the holders of the bonds for which they 
were mortgaged to buy them in, lease the 
Piedmont grounds from the old company 
and keep the buildings intact. 

The fixed charges of the old company, 
consisting of its bonded indebtedness and 
taxes, does not excede $4,000 per year. If 
these buildings were bougni in by the 
holders at $4,000 per year the entire out- 
lay would not exceed $40,000 to preserve 
the present status for that length of time. 
lt is proposed that this could be reduced 
by co-operation with the Consolidated in 
establishing different schemes of amuse- 
ment and different attractions there, 

The result would be when the time came 
for holding another exposition the price 
of one of these buildings would more than

The fetee of the city is due 
to_the expositions OF IS881, 1887, 1889, 189) 
and 1885.” SF

installments so as to Meet accruing charges. 
This could be generally supported by peo- 
ple interested in the hotels, the railroads 
and all beneficiaries of expositions. 

The new Piedmont Driving Club could also 
be induced: to come in, I have no doubt. I 
think the plan should be carried through at 
once, 

Colonel Glenn Talks. 

Colonel W. C. Glenn was seen on the sub- 
ject and was heartily in favor of preserving 
Piedmont park as it now stands, with addi- 
tional improvements necessary to make ita 
still more attractive resort. 

“It is ridiculous,”’ said he, 
tearing down those buildings and selling 
them for lumber. ‘There ought to be a 
more thorough appreciation of our great 
show among our citizens. Besides, Atlanta 
needs a first-class park, and there is no 
more beautiful spot in the city than the 
old Piedmont property. These buildings 
are the monuments to the crowning success 
ef Atlanta and the south, and the citizens 
should unite in a general movement to pre- 
serve them. 

‘IT think it would be best for the city to 
purchase the grounds and open them to the 
public. If this can’t be done, a stock com- 
pany ought to be organized and I believe 
the investment would prove a valuable one 
in the long run. I think the buildings should 
be preserved at all hazards.” 


Wants the City To Buy. 

Mr. D. H. Livermore was seen in his of- 
fice yesterday afternoon, and is heartily in 
favor of the preservation of the buildings 
and grounds. 

‘“T think,”’ said he, ‘‘that the city or state 
should buy Piedmont park and use ‘t for 
future expositions. In the 
state fairs are held almost every year, and 
if the same plan could be followed here, it 
would result in incalculable good to the fu- 
ture interests of Atanta. Such an institu- 
tion would cause a radical improvement in 
the agricultural] interests of Georgia. 

‘Those buildings could be utilized in many 
ways. A one-half mile race track could be 
made out of the gardens and the structures 
could be made agtractive in many ways. If 
the city has not the money, let her issue 
bonds on the park and pay for it in that 
way. It would be a great mistake to tear 
down the buildings.” 

Captain Lowry Talks. 

Captain Lowry had just returned from 
New York when-seen yesterday, but was 
not too tired to talk to express his approval 
of the plan now on foot to preserve the 
buildings. 

“T want those buildings preserved,” said 
he, ‘‘and I think the city made a great mis- 
take in not purchasing the property from 
the exposition company. We offered the 
park at an exceedingly low figure, and I 
think the investment would have proved a

Opinion of Judge Van Epps. 


Judge Howard Van Epps was most en- 
thusiastic for the preservation of the build- 
ings as they now stand. 

“Atlanta,” said he, “should be too proud 
of her recent womans, to see the last evi- 
dence swept away. have traveled a great 
and Atlanta has imade a 
profound impression on the whole country 
by her pluck and energy so recently exhib- 
ited. That park is so closely enterwoven 
with the interests of our city, that no pa- 
triotic Atlantians should hesitate to use his 
influence for its preservation. 

“When Chicago saw the White City with 
all its splendor and magnificence swept 
away, there were men who wept, and the 
whole city presented a funeral appearance. 
The citizens felt that the world’s fair was 
a potential factor in the advancement of 
the city, and as the world’s Yair was to 
Chicago, the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition should be to Atlanta. 

“TI am of the opinion that the city should 
buy the park. I do not know whether it 
would prove a good investment or not, but 
sentiment is usually the steam that propels 
civic machinery, and I do not think money 
should be the first consideration. I say 
let the park be preserved.” 


‘(Would Be a Disgrace.”’ 


“It would be a perfect disgrace,”’ said Mr. 
Clarence Knowles’ yesterday, “to allow 
those buildings to be torn down. There 
ought to be public spirit enough in Atlanta 
to prevent such a thing. If the city won't 
buy the park, let a canvass be made for a 
public subscription and I believe in this 
way enough money could easily be raised. 
You can’t use any expression too strong 
for me in favor of the préservation of the 
park.”’ 

Judge Kontz Talks. 

Judge E. C. Kontz was also very enthu- 
siastic for the preservation of the build- 
ings. 

‘lt will be a mistake,’’ said he, “‘to tear 
away those buildings for Atlanta will sure- 
ly need them in the future. Itt is more than 
probable that we will hold another exposi- 
tion in the next five years, and then we 
will already have the foundation, thereby 
saving hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
There ought to be enough public spirit in 
Atlanta to save the park, and I believe the 
proper way to proceed is to organize a 
syndicate and purchase the grounds to be 
kept for future use.”’ 


Has a New Idea. 


Mr. W. S. Bell was seen yesterday after- 
noon and he was greatly in favor of pre- 
serving the buildings and offered an entire- 
ly rew plan for this end. 

“TIT do not see any necessity for buying 
the grounds or the buildings. Let an agree- 
ment be made between the exposition com- 
pany for the rental of the park as it is for 
special occasions, and this would hot in- 
volve any great expense. If the coming 
exposition company, or chautauqua or con- 
vention would agree to pay the Piedmont 
company a good sum for the use of the 
grounds I don’t see why such an arrange- 
ment could not be made.”’ 

Many others seen yesterday expressed 
themselves with equal emphasis.

The Venable offer, if approved by the 
mayor and made a law, insures for the 
city a magnificent ten-story Georgia gran- 
ite building on the corner of Marietta and 
Forsyth streets, the lot famous as the 
old capitoi site. The structure will be 
erected on the most modern lines and it 
is designed to equal anything of the kind 
in the south. The specifications of the 
proposition are that the building is to be 
tinished in a style and manner equal to 
that of the Equitable building, and that 
the building will be an ornament to the 
city there is no doubt, 

Venable Bros. stand in readiness to begin 
work on the building within a very short 
time after the contract is let to them, 
if such a tinal settlement of the matter is 
made. They have a large quantity of 
stone which will be used in the erection 
of the building already out at their Stone 
Mountain and Lithonia quarries and the 
work will not be delayed if the contract is 
made. ‘The agreementon the part of the 
Messrs. Venable is that the building is 
to be finished and ready for occupancy 
by June Ist, next year. In order to com- 
plete the structure within that time it 
will be necessary to begin work at an 
early date and put a large force of hands 
to work on it, both of which the owners 
propose to do. 

Work for 500 Men, 

If the building is erected on the lines 
described in the proposition to the city, 
which, of course, it will be -if the offer is 
approved by the city, a large number of 
workingemen will secure employment at 
once and continue to work for a long time,

The proposition to be acted on by the 
mayor gives the city the use of 15,000 
square feet of space at an annual rental 
of $5,000. The space is to be leased for 
one year, with the privilege of two, three, 
four or five. If the city purchases a lot 
and erects a building in the meantime 
the Venable contract can be canceled at 
once. The designated space is to be ar- 
ranged according to the suggestion and 
wish of the proper council committee to 
be appointed to look after that feature’ 


of the contract. 
Should the city desire to purchase the 


life of the lease the ground can be pur- 
chased at $1,150 per front foot, the Ma- 
rietta street front in contemplation. That 
figure is said to be reasonable, in the 
view of the fact that a lot in the vicinity 
sold for $1,400 per front foct. The build- 
ing can be purchased at sctual cost, the 
same to be ascertained by a committee on 
the part of the city making an inspection 
of the books and contracts. 
Free Rent Except for Law. 

Coupled with the features of the propo- 
sitiom stated, the city will have the right 
to use the space indicated free of any 
charge whatever, provided the city will 
exempt the property from taxation.

Judge Anderson, city attorney, says that 
the city cannot agree legally to exempt 
any property from taxaticn and that feat- 
ure of the Venable offer is therefore out 
of consideration. 

Thirteen Against Six. 

Mayor King has four days in which to 
approve or disapprove the accepted prop- 
osition. In the council seven of the thir- 
teen members voted in favor of the ac- 
ceptance. In the aldermanic board every 
member of the body voted for the offer, 
making a total of thirteen members of the 
general council who are hopeful that the 
proposition to provide the city with a new 
hall will be accepted. They argue that 
it is:a case of thirteen against six, and 
that the majority should rule.

LOWRY RETURNS. 


Tells About the Failure of His Mission 
in New York. 


ROAD PURCHASERS DIDN’T PAY 


They Defaulted When It Came To 
Meeting the Second Payment—Tells 
of a Gruesome Sight.

York for several days looking after the 
trouble which arose out of the failure of 
the purchasers of the Marietta and North 
Georgia Yailroad to meet the second pay- 
ment of $100,000, which was due on April 
lo, returned home yesterday. 

He was accompanied on his trip by Mrs. 
Lowry, Mrs. Joseph Thompson and Miss 
Joan Clarke. 

“There is nothing new in the railroad 
matter,’’ said Captain Lowry yesterday, 
“that hag not been published already. 

“The respite granted Wednesday by Judge 
Newman allowing the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern Construction Company ten 
days more in which to raise the second 
payment of $100,000 was given with the pos- 
itive assurance that the money would be 
paid on May 5. 

“Unless this is done the original payment 
of $92,000, made on the day of the gale 
last November, will be forfeited. 

“Tl was in the office of our New York 
correspondent on the day that the second 
payment Was due and I[ waited: there 
until the closing hour’in the hope of see- 
ing it paid, but it did not turn up.”

“When the solemn waiters served a 
stein of beer they would make some cheer- 
ful remark like: ‘Drink hearty. This 
pint of beer is full of microbes and 
contains the seal of death.’ Such remarks 
had a tendency to destroy my thirst, but 
most of the frequenters of the place seem- 
ed to take no notice of the grewsome 
remarks of the waiter. 


The Cabaret Explained. 

“The Cabaret du Neant is an illustration 
of the decomposition of the body after 
death by means of a new invention, I am 
not acquainted with the details of the 
thing, but I judge that it is worked by 
means of mirrors and lights. 

‘4 coffin is standing on the 
part of the room, and some one in the 
auditorium. is asked! to step in, being 
promised that no harm would come to 
him.

The Thurston Rifles 
positively decline to surrender the cup at 
this time, and have so notified the Savan- 
nah managers and also Adjutant General 
Maybry. ? 

Captain W. J. Foye, of the Thurston Ri- 
fles, was interviewed today by your cor- 
respondent. . 

“No,” said he, “we shall not surrender 
the Galveston cup to the Savannah drill. 
Our reasons for this determination are sub- 
Stantially these: First, the Thurston Rifles 
were not challenged to participate in the 


Savannah drill in the regular way and in 
accordance with established rules under 
which we hold possession of the cup. Sec- 
ond, the Savannah affair is not a military 
drill in the strict sense, but by reference to 
their circulars it is evident at a glance 
that the alleged drill is more for a rifle 
contest than anything else; the military 
features simiply having been added as an 
after thought in order to attract visitors. 
“Rule 4, governing the possession of the 
cup, reads like this: ‘The company holding 
the cup must be prepared to defend the 
possession and custody thereof upon receiv- 
ing a challenge to that effect not more than 
fifteen days after the announcement of the 
interstate drill or encampment at which it 
is proposed to compete for said cup. This 
clause was utterly ignored by the Savan- 
nah people and we did not receive notice 
that the Rifles would be expected to com- 
pete at Savannah until the fifteen-day limit 
had expired three or four times over. We 
then looked into the matter of prizes of- 
fered and found them to be too insignifi- 
cant for us to consider for a moment, inas- 
much as the expense of g0ing to Savannah 
the distance being great, would be very 
heavy upon our boys. As far as we can 
gather the Savannah drill is in no sense a 
regular competitive interstate drills of mil- 
itary companies. It is a local affair and 
coutrolled by men who know nothing about 
the rules and regulations pertaining to 
military drills. The many irregularities in 
their procedure looking to the securing of 
the Galveston cup are, within themselves, 
full justification for our declining to either 
compete in the drill or surrender posses- 
sion of the Galveston cup. I have written 


the southern people fully on the subject 
and am confident have made our contention 
plain. Our boys, however, are axious to 
compete this year somewhere. They se- 
riously object to the rigorous practice drill 
with no hope of entering prfze contests. 
But we have determined that the Savan- 
nah people shall not have the cup and, of 
course, are prepared to defend our position 
at all hazards.’’ 


What General Mabry Says. 
Austin, Tex., April 23.—(Special.)—Yester- 
day General Mabry had a telegram from 
President William Garrard, of the Savan- 
nah drill, saying that he wired Captain 
Foye March 3lst and received the reply:

Atlanta Telephone Company Will Be 
Given a Charter at Once. 


TA CONSTRUCT A NEW SYSTEM

‘Bids To Be Advertised for To Repair 
Whitehall and Marietta Streets. 
Paving on Certain Sections. 


The Atlanta Telephone Company, the 
new concern which proposes to construct 
and operate a system in the city, will soon 
be given the right to proceed with the work 
of establishing the plant. An ordinance 
granting the company a charter was passed 
by the council Monday and concurred in by 
the aldermanic board yesterday afternoon. 
The matter is now in the hands of the 
mayor and he will doubtless approve the 


paper. 

The new company is given the right to 
construct and maintain a system of con- 
duits and wires and operate a telephone 
system. The system is to. be established 
at once. The company proposes to begin 
work immediately and push to completion 
their plan of providing the city with com- 
petition in the telephone business. And the 
company claims to be able to operate their 
plant and give the people much cheaper 
service, equally as good as the present. 

The new company was organized a short 
time ago with Mr. Simon Baer as president. 
He is at the head of the big Eden Mills 
Company, of Douglasville, and is a capital- 
ist of high standing. Colonel Joe S, James, 
United States district attorney, is inter- 
ested in the company and he is the secre- 
tary and Treasurer. It was he who went 
before the council committee on telephones, 
electric lights and telegraph and explain- 
ed the purposes of his company. He stated 
that the company had already secured more 
than two thousand subscribers and that 
the list is growing daily. 

By the ordinance adopted by the council 
the new company will be given the right 
to construct conduits on various streets in 
the center of the city. The ordinance re- 
quires that all telephone compsnies lay 
their wires in conduits within the Sre lim- 
its and restricts the companies by requiring 
them to give bond for any damages that 
might result from tearing up the streets 
to put down the conduits. A bond to guar- 


be given by one just preparing for busi- 
ness. The sum named in the ordinance is 
$5,000. 

When the question was taken up by the 
aldermen yesterday Alderman Howell of- 
fered an amendment requiring the compa- 
ny to begin the construction of their con- 
duits from the central station to be se- 
lected. His purpose is to require the com- 
pany to show its good faith by commencing 
in the heart of town, exhibiting to the 
people that it proposes to do the work in 
a business manner, instead of beginning on 
the residence streets. The amendment was 
agreed to with the understanding that the 
company could go to work and make its 
contracts at once, the tinal action by the 
mayor, of course, contemplated. 


Will Advertise for Bids. 


The aldermen concurred in a resolution 
for directing the commissioner of public 
work to advertise for bids for repairing 
Whitehall and Marietta streets... The reso- 
lution was passed by the council several 
weeks ago, but held up in the aldermanic 
board for some reason. It looks to the 
repairing of the paving on Whitehall street 
from Trinity avenue to the railroad tracks 
and on Marietta from the junction of Deca- 
tur street to the junction of Walton. 

Yesterday a communication was read 
from Mayor King calling attention to the 
matter. It seems that there is some ques- 
tion as to whether or not Venable Bros. 
hold the right under their contract with the 
city to do the repair work and the mayor 
suggested to the aldermen that some dis- 
position be made of the matter. The board 
decided to concur in the advertising reso- 
lution and leave the work to be bid for by 
any who desire to do so.

IS ANXIOUS TO EXHIBIT IT 


A TOD 


But the Attorney General Says a Spe- 
cial Act Will Be Necessary Before 
It Can Leave the State. 


Commissioner of Agriculture Nesbitt is 
very busy working on the exhibit Georgia 
is to make at Chicago. 

As the time grows near the task of get- 
ting together the minerals, grains, woods 
and so forth becomeg a serious matter 
and one that will necessitate a world of 
work, 

Commissioner Nesbitt has an idea about 
an exhibit that is a good one, but it looks 
now as if he is to be defeated in carry- 
ing out his plan and will have to find 
some other way. ; 

The exhibit. of minerals and forestry 
that Georgia made at the Cotton Staies 
and International Exposition is a fine one, 
one that it took months to gather together 
and one that it will take time and money 
to duplicate. In fact, it cost something 
over $7,000 or $8,000. 

Now Mr. Nesbitt’s plan is to take this 
exhibit and send it to Chicago. It will 
not cost the state one penny, and the 
benefits to be derived from such a course 
are evident. ‘Everybody concerned  be- 
lieves this to be the best solution of the 
matter and all are perfectly willing for 
the exhibit to be used in that manner, 
but there is a very large obstacle in the 
way. 

The law that created the appropriation 
for the exhibit made at the exposition 
provided that at the close of the fair the 
exhibit should be returned to the state 
capitol here and kept there on display. 
So now’ this valuable lot of stuff is thid- 
den away somewhere in a room. at the 
capltol, and there it must..s*t’ until a 
new law can be made to get it out again. 

Mr. Nesbitt said vesterday that it did 
look hard that iis was the case, but 
that the attoruey general said the law 
could not be. broken. 

“That exuibit as it now stands,’’ said 
Mr, Nespitt, “‘will certainly not be of any 
benetit to Georgia or anybody else for that 
matter. It is plain that as it now stands 
iL “can never be the means of bringing any 
new settlers to the state, for they would 
have to first come here and find the ex- 
hibit before its existence could even be 
known. It is also evident that the farm- 
ers and residents of Georgia are not go- 
ing to make a careful study of it, so what 
good can it do? 

“Now, if this were installed at Chicago 
it would be of vast benefit to-our state and 
in time be worth three times its cost. 

“Il was hopeful and am yet, of getting 
it but they tell me now there is no law for 
it and it can’t go without one. I was down 
in south Georgia last week and saw 
many parties interested in the matter and 
they all said that we must have that ex- 
hibit and I am trying mighty hard to put 
it to this use.” 

Colonel Nesbitt is very much 
nest over the matter. 

“Why,” said Attorney General Terrell 
when asked about the 


matter, ‘‘we have 
no more right to take that exhibit away 
from here any more than 


. 
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in ear- 


we have a 
right to go and take two or three hundred 
books out of the state library. ‘It was the 
law that put it here, and it must be the 
law that will take it away. I am sorry 
that it can’t be done, but it is evident 
that it cannot be done without Jegislation.”’ 
In the meantime Commissioner Nesbitt 
is still hopeful and says a way must be 
found to get around the law.
